I. The highest bidder to be the buyer; and if any dispute arise between 
bidders, the lot so disputed shall be immediately put up again, pro- 
vided the Auctioneer cannot decide the said dispute. 


II. No person to advance less than 1s.; above five pounds, 2s. 6d.; and 
so on in proportion. 


III. In the case of lots upon which there is a reserve, the Auctioneer shall 
have the right to bid on behalf of the Seller. 


IV. The purchasers to give in their names and places of abode, and to pay 
down 10s. in the pound, if required, in part payment of the purchase 
money; in default of which the lot or lots purchased to be immediately 
put up again and resold.

PREFACE. 


=o) HIS Remarkable Collection of Books was formed for the 
ae purpose of illustrating the development of the Art of 


J) Engraving in its connection with Literature, chiefly in 





2 Italy, France and Germany. The late Mr. RicHarp 
FIsHER, father of the present owner of the Collection, whose ex- 
tensive knowledge of the History of Engraving was well known, 
laid the foundation of the Collection; and many of the books in 
the present catalogue are noted by him in his “ Catalogue of A 
Collection of Engravings, kichings and Woodcuts,” privately printed 
in 1879. His son, Mr. R. C. Fisner, has added in the course 
of years, many valuable books to the Library—books which have 
recently increased. in value by leaps and bounds, and which add 
completeness to the Collection as a whole. All the best Italian 
Woodcut Books are included. In it are found the A‘sops of 1485, 
1493, 1501 and 1510; the Apocalypse of 1515; the Dante of 1491, 
etc.; the Bonaventure of 1489 and 1495; the Poliphilo of 1499; 
the unusually large and fine Collection of Rappresentationi and 
Savonarola Tracts; the Capranica of 1490; the “Commandamenti ” 
of 1494; Epistole et Evangelii, 1495 (of which one other copy only 
is known); Fior di Virtu; the Books of Foresti; Vite e Pistole 
‘8. Hieronymi, 1497; Deche di Livio, 1493 ; Fioretti of S. Francesco,

1497; Disegni del Mantegna, 1795; Monte delle Oratione, 1496 & 
1524; Ovid of 1497; Petrarcha of 1500; Vite di Sancti Padri, 
1501; Voragine, 1505. ) 

Amongst the Books illustrating the French School of Engraving, 
attention may be drawn to the fine series of Books of Hours, 
Offices and other Devotional Works of the late XVth and early 
XVIth Century. Also L’Art de bien Vivre et Mourir, Regnault, 
n. d.; Bradwardine’s Arithmetic, 1495; and others. 

The Early German Illustrated Books are well represented under 
Ars Memorandi; Ars Numerandi; Ars Moriendi; Bibles of 1483 and 
1531; Bidpay; Branteghem; Breydenbach; Brigitta; Buch der 
Kunnst Geistlich zu Werden, 1477; Eruditorium Penitentiale; H. 
Holbein ; Hrosvita; Leben Jesu, 1488 ; Passional, 1488; Passio Christi, 
1507, etc.; Plenarium; Psalterium Novum B. M. V., 1492; Rosenkrantz 
Marie, 1505; Schatzbehalter, 1491; Setisse Heisset, 1482; Spiegel 
menschlicher Behaltnisz, 1489; Tewrdannckh, 1517; Wimpheling, 
De Fide Concubinarum, s.a.; and others. 

There is also a series of editions of the Dance of Death, by 
Holbein and others; First Editions of Tracts by Martin Luther and 
Erasmus, with fine borders; Rare Works on Astronomy, Arithmetic 
and Calligraphy, and many other illustrated works of a less un- 
common character. 

There are also a few remarkable Bindings. Altogether, the 
Collection is one of the most interesting of its kind ever brought 


together, and the best which has occurred. for sale for many years.

This beautiful collection of etchings after drawings by Mantegna 
is of excessive rarity. Nagler, in his account of Francesco Novelli, 
gives a full description of it, and states that only two sets are known, 
one in the possession of the Count M. von Fries of Vienna, consist- 
ing of 45 plates, besides dedication and bust, and the second in the 
possession of Mr. Weigel of Leipzig, which he says consists of 50 
plates, but in his collation of the same copy describes it as 44 plates 
and 4 preliminary leaves, making together 48 leaves ; he evidently 
had never seen either copy, and took his description from Weigel’s 
Catalogue, whose copy no doubt consists of 48 leaves. Le Blanc 
in his “Manuel de Amateur d’Estampes” mentions only the 
copy belonging to Mr. Weigel, and gives the number of plates as 48, 
which places the matter beyond doubt. The etchings consist of 
compositions of the Madonna, groups of children playing and fight- 
ing, heads of warriors, and of women, also full-length groups of 
men and other subjects. Nagler describes the execution of these 
plates as so true and so marvellously representing Mantegna’s 
own etchings that were there proofs before letters, printed upon 
old paper of these same prints, it would be a matter of much diffi- 
culty to discover them to be other than unknown original etchings of 
the celebrated Mantegna himself, and might easily be passed as 
such. What has become of the metal plates from which these were 
taken off is also a mystery, and Nagler can give no information on 
that point. There being to all appearances but three copies of this 
work in existence, the present volume being the third and only copy 
containing the full number of plates, renders it a volume of great 
value and importance, and its condition leaves nothing to be desired. 
The contents are as follows:—Engraved title, with the head of 
Mantegna on a pedestal, with inscription “Andreas Mantinia 
Fecundus Artifex Patavinus Eques Auratus.” &c. 1 leaf, followed 
by the dedication, ‘“ Ad illustrissimo ed Ornatissimo Signor Giam- 
battista de Rubeis.
